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Roof ratsS: ‘Universal’ complaints heard from Upland neighborhoods

When Ann Baker’s son caught a young rat on her kitchen table, she knew 
she had a problem. 

Baker, who lives in a comfortable home north of 23rd Street in Upland, is 
not alone in finding rats or signs of rats in and around her house. 

‘‘T would say Upland has always been just about one of the highest areas in 
the county with reports of rats,’’ said county vector biologist Joyce 
Maggard. ‘‘Rats also seem to have a very distinct migration pattern — 
we're getting complaints from a broader area than we were a year ago.” 

She said most of the complaints last year were in an area bordered by 
Foothill Boulevard and 20th Street, and Euclid and Mountain avenues. 

“It looks like a completely universal complaint now,’’ she said. ‘We're 
also hearing from areas to the east, west, and north to the (San Antonio) 
Heights. And we’ve always gotten calls from the southern portion of the 
city.” 

The roof rats, which grow up to eight inches in length not including the 
tail, are attracted by the heavy growth of ivy used to landscape many 
homes, fruit trees and pet food left outside overnight. The local rat is a 
crossbreed of three subspecies of ‘‘Rattus rattus’’ which has shown 
remarkable adaptability to the suburban environment. 

Twyla Mowery, an Upland resident who has led a citizens’ battle against 
the rodents, said the biggest difficulty has been getting people to admit they 
have a problem so the proper steps may be taken. 

“We have stories of people finding rats behind their dishwashers, their 
sofas,’’ she said. ‘‘These are beautiful homes, and people are embarrassed 
to admit they have a problem. They don’t want to let people know.”’ 

The Bakers first realized they had a problem last year when a bow! of 
pomegranates on the kitchen table kept receiving mysterious punctures in 
the fruit. 

“T accused the kids of poking holes with a protractor or something while 
they were on the phone,” recalled Baker, ‘‘but we finally realized 
something was in the house. I got rid of the fruit.” 

Then one evening, she came home from a meeting to finda fast-food ser- 
ving box on the middle of the table, where the pomegranates had been. 
There was a rat in the box. 

“I figured he must have gotten in through the chimney — we had left the 
damper on the fireplace open,” said Baker. ‘‘My son set a trap with sticky, 
sweet prunes. He had the rat by the next morning.” 

That incident took place about a year ago, and the Bakers haven't had any 
trouble since. But many of their neighbors have. 


‘A lot of people have a rat problem but don’t recognize it,’’ said Maggard. 
“They blame it on birds, or something else.”’ 

As the area’s vector biologist, she answers complaints with a visit to the 
home, and makes recommendations based on the signs she finds. 

In most cases, the rats present must first be killed, and then the source of 
their food cleaned up to prevent others from migrating into the area. 

Rat bait using an anti-coagulant poison is available commercially, but 
must be used according to directions with repeated doses. If not, the rat 


may become ill, but can build up an immunity that is passed along to future 
generations. 

Upland City Manager Lee Travers said a brochure instructing city 
residents what to do about rats will probably be available by the end of next 
week. 

“It's mostly a self-help situation,’ he said. ‘‘The rat control program in

Ontario can only be a demonstration to show how it can be done. In the 
target area in Ontario, they've found the rats move back in if people don’t 
keep up preventive measures,” 

Residents can help make their homes less desirable to rats by cleaning up 
rubbish and wood piles, weeds, heavy growths of ivy and by closing any 
holes to the roof or basement area.

— Jack W. Dillon, an Ontario resi- 
dent who is also a Chaffey High 


School graduate. He is currently 
employed as an assistant general 
manager with the Vortex Company 
of Claremont. He said he wanted to 
represent the South Ontario area 
where he lives and that he is active 
in several youth activities including 
baseball and high school band. 


— Lilas McPherson, also an Onta- 
rio resident and a previous candi- 
date for a seat on the board.

Scientists may be able to 
tap fusion power, the 
energy process that lights 
the stars, far sooner than 
expected — perhaps as ear- 
ly as the year 2000. 

Experts in the field feel 
that the scientific problems 
of harnessing this powerful 
energy source have been 
solved, Dr. Nicholas Krall 
said, and only engineering 
problems remain. 

“This energy source 
might be developed sooner 
than thought,”’ according to 
Krall. 

The newfound enthusiasm 
stems not only from scien- 
tific progress but rekindled 
interest in fusion by the 
federal government, he 
said. 

He referred to the recent- 
ly passed Energy Bill of 
1980 that will back the 
scientific gambit on fusion 
with billions of dollars in 
the next 20 years. 

“This is one of those rare 
programs,”’ Krall said, 
“that has not been limited 
by ideas but by money.” 

Krall made his remarks 
during an interview. He is a 
vice president of Jaycor, an 
energy firm 

Fusion is a process that 
produces enormous 
amounts of energy by for- 
cing atoms together, rather 
than splitting them, as is 
done in current nuclear 
power plants. 

It has been estimated that 
there is enough fusion fuel 
in the sea — in the form of 
heavy hydrogen called 
deuterium — to serve the 
Earth’s energy needs for 
the lifetime of the planet, 
about 5 billion years. 

Scientists, Krall said, are 
encouraged not only by new 
government support but by 
the progress toward fusion 
being made on several 
fronts 

The fusion process is not 
easy to contain, Krall ex- 
plained. 

It requires magnetic 
fields able to contain 
temperatures of 100 million 
degrees Celsius, particle 
densities of 100 trillion per 
cubic centimeter for long 
enough — a few seconds 
will do — for the fusion 
reaction to take place 

This is the way that stars 
like the sun convert 
elements like hydrogen into 
all the elements that exist 
and provide the light that 
makes life possible on a 
planet like Earth 

There is a whole series of 
scientific approaches that 
now suggests this process 
can be reproduced in energy 
- producing plants here on 
Earth, Krall said 

He mentioned, for exam- 
ple, the tokamak devices 
that confine the process 
with magnetic fields of 
varying kinds, mirror 
systems that bounce 
energetic subatomic par- 
ticles around in a 
systematic manner that 
keeps them under control, 
and arrays of laser beams 
that actually force tiny 
pellets of atomic fuel to im- 
plode or burst inward. 

All ot these processes are 
making remarkable 
progress, according to 
Krall, and spur hopes that 
fusion power will become a 
reality by the turn of the 
century.

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Biofeedback box helps

> Twice a day, Art leaves his room at Casa Colina Hospi- 


tal for Rehabilitative Medicine to listen to a box. 


The 36-year-old La Verne man walks down the hall of 


the Pomona hospital to the biofeedback lab. He sits in a 
chair while a non-toxic gel is smeared on his forearms 
Thin straps with a small square metal device are se- 
. cured to his arms. Wires from the straps lead to the box. 


The box. a biofeedback machine, emits a sound as it 


monitors Art’s internal body activity 


ee 


“Basically biofeedback is a system in which the indi- 


¥idual is given information about some particular body 


function. Without a machine, this information is not nor- 
mally available,” said Edward M. Green, director of the 
hospital's biofeedback laboratory. 

There are several diffferent functions that the biofeed- 
back machine can measure. Art has worked with a GSR 
(galvanic skin response) and EM (electromyograph) 
machines. The GSR box is sensitive to anxiety levels and 
thought processes. EM detects muscle tension. 

‘Theoretically, any system of your body that I can 
measure and give you feedback or information about, 
you could control.’’ said Green. ‘‘Because of the way the 
brain is wired in the nervous system, once we give you 
that information, the brain is able to control that sys- 
tem.”’ 

Art is in his fifth week of biofeedback therapy. ‘To me 
it is a way of relieving the pain I had. A complete relaxa- 
fion of my body,”’ said Art. He has learned to control his 
muscle tension to minimize back pain. 

; Green said that there is no ‘cookbook recipe’ on how 
patients control internal body systems. 

“Muscle tension is when the brain is anxious about 
something or when you're worrying about the future. The 
brain deals with this and generates a lot of electrical ac- 
tivity. That excess activity translates from the nervous 
system to the stomach and there is a general tightening 
that occurs,’ said Green 

“All we do is show (patients) this, give them some 
measurement. We tell them to do whatever they do to re- 
lax, calm their body down. Solve no problems, don't 
think about anything in particular, ‘’ said Green 

When ‘‘connected’’ to a biofeedback machine, a pa- 
fient begins to experience their body. The machine picks 
the tension level and makes a noise. When the body re- 
laxs, the box quiets 

‘Specifically, what patients are looking to do, when 
the box becomes quieted and indicates that tension is 
gone, is to determine ‘How do I feel emotionally ?’’’ said 
Green 

Green said that after a while the patient begins to 
make an emotional association with how they felt when 
they are relaxed 

“They create a concrete image of relaxation, based on 
that association. They get an awareness of how they feel 
when the box is quiet. Then they zero in on that feeling 
and practice that,’ said Green

Art said that when he first used the machine it was dif- 


“Before I came here my muscles were tense. Now I 
can sit down and relax my body and make the pain go 
away. I can slow my heartbeat and relax my muscles. 
Everyday I'll be using biofeedback The difference is 
that I won’t be using the machine. By the time I leave 
here. I'll be able to do it by myself,’’ said Art 

‘What we want to do is de-emphasis the machinery 
and emphasis that (patients) are in control. The box is a 
training tool. Once you learn to relax, you don’t need it. 
Our goal is the teach them to get in tune with their body 
and to be in control of it,’ said Green 

Green said that there are several reasons why some 
people might not be successful in using biofeedback 

“The majority of people can experience success with 
biofeedback. Individuals who are afraid of being in 
charge or who have not been allowed to be in control of 
their life have difficulty. Some people don’t want control, 
others fight it. They don’t want to respond,’ said Green 

There are also medical reasons. A person with a im- 

pairment of their nervous system or one who lacks the

mental ability to understand, would be unable to use bi- 
ofeedback. 

Meanwhile, Green said that work is being done with 
epileptic patients to decrease the frequency of seizures. 
Biofeedback can be used to give them a sense of control 
and relaxation. 

“It is not a cure-all. There is a lot of mysticism that 
this is a new frontier in treatment. It doesn’t do anything 
other than put the person in touch with their body. It is no 
wonder miracle.”’ said Green. 

es 

Publications like “Psychology Today’’ sell biofeed- 
back equipment in their ads.But Green said that there is 
a ‘tremendous danger’ in people using biofeedback ma- 
chines without skilled, professional help. 

“The dangers are simply the same as that of a person 
buying a scalple, giving themselves local anesthetic and 
starting to cut. A person might not know how to use it or 
what to use it for. They also may not have the proper 
expectations,” said Green. 

Casa Colina has been using biofeedback therapy for 
seven years. The biofeedback lab services several differ- 
ent hospital programs. The chronic back pain program 
that Art is in, consists of 12-14 hours of therapy. The hos- 
pital’s spinal cord injuries, head trauma and stroke pa- 

tients all use biofeedback as part of therapy. 

“Biofeedback is not something used indiscriminately. 
My role is supervising who gets it, for how long, and 
what type of system is used. Sometimes a patient is re- 
ferred and I'll decide if they need it (biofeedback treat- 
ment) or if they need something else,”’ said Green. 

‘There is an interesting type of person that we some- 
times see here. It.is someone who has totally divorced 
their body and their mind. When you hook up the various 
detecting devices, there is almost no response. I usually 
recommend. further psychological therapy to get them 
aware of this estrangement. Later we can use some bi- 
ofeedback with them,’’ said Green. 

Art said that at first he was skeptical about biofeed- 
back. “‘I couldn’t understand what was happening. As the 
days went by and they told me about it, I began to under- 
stand what I was suppose to do. I guess I thought it was a 
hoax,’’ said Art. ; 

‘‘A majority of people may be skeptical because they 
have a minimal contact with electronics. Another reason

is that they’re afraid that there is some kind of shock or 
pain. What I do initially is to simply reassure them that 
there is no pain, no electricity and no drugs. They are af- 
raid that the box is going to do something to them or hurt 
them,”’ said Green. 

“Another thing they are skeptical about is control. 
They don’t think they can control their pain or muscles. 
A majority of people are passively involved with their 
health. They can tell you how many hours they spend at 
work. but not how many hours of the day they invest in 
their health. They don’t see health as something they in- 
vest in regularly. The idea of biofeedback is a ‘way out’ 
concept to some,” said Green. 

National and state biofeedback organizations are cur- 
rently attempting to establish guidelines to regulate the 
use of biofeedback. 

“There is need for consumer education in biofeedback. 
Avoid individuals that make extreme promises about bi- 
ofeedback. Avoid those who use excessive amounts of
